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Preparing to Strike for an 


5 Switehmen 
' Advance. 


CONDUCTORS AND BRAKEMEN WILL 
JOIN THE GREAT WALK-OUT, 


The Question of What Constitutes a 

Days Work to Be Settled—A Move- 
ment Outside the Lines of the Reg- 
ular Organizations—What Is Said at 
Pittsburg Concerning the Time. 


OC modo, Feb. 6.—Dark shadows of an im- 
pending strike are hovering like nightmares 
over many, if not all the railroad lines enter- 
ing Chicago. On authority from several re- 
liable sources, it seems more than probable 
that within ten days a herculean attempt 
will be made to tie up every locomotive and 
car in the city and paralyze the traffic on 
many thousands of miles of track. So appre- 
hensive have the officials of one ofthe East- 
ern trunk lines become that itis reliably re- 
ported they are refusing to receive 
East · bound traffic from, Western lines. Start- 
ing with the unorgankzed switchmen, the 
disaffection has spread until, it is claimed, 
the various branches of unorganized em- 
ployes will unite in one of the most deter- 
mined strikes ever known in railroad annals. 

The switchmen of Chicago have decided to 
demand an advance of 5 cents per hour on 
their present pay andtostrike if they donot 
getit. This important action was taken yes- 
terday at a meeting of committees repre- 
senting the twenty-seven railroad yards in 
this city. 

The new scale demands 30 and 85 cents 
per hour respectively for day helpers and 
foremen and 385 and 40 cents per hourre- 
spectively for helpers and foremen working 
at night. The demand will be made upon 
the several roads centering here as soon as 
petitions can be circulated among the men 
in the respective yards and a majority of the 
signatures secured. The pecullar feature 
of the movement is that the 
regular organization of the _ switch- 
men are entirely ignored in 


the new move, and that it is a sort of gen- 
eral movement on the part of the men irre- 
spective ofthe heads of the old organiza- 
tions. One of the men who are prominent 
in the move said: 

„This is not a new thing by any means, but 
we have been very careful that our aims and 
objects should not become generally known. 
It has been seriously considered ever since 
the failure of the buffalo strike. After that 
affair the men got to talking among them- 
’ gelves, and agreed that their organizations 
were failures owing to the way they were 
conducted. Strikeafter strike had proved 
to be a fallure through misunderstandings 
and mistakes of the head men of our organ- 
izations, and it became general talk amon 
the men that the only way by which railroad | 
men could ever improve their condition 
would be a popular uprising. We concluded 
to make an effort on our ownaccount without 
the guidance or assistance of the unions at 
all. Ido not mean to say that individual 
members will not support us, on the contrary 
they will help us, but they will not go out of 
it when ordered to doso by the officials of the 
unions. In otner words, if it becomes neces- 
for us to strike it will not be done by order of 
the union offictals, nor will their mandate be 
effective in declaring such a strike off. The 
rank and file ofthe men are heartily sick of 
the way strikes have been managed and they 
propose to try a hand atthe problemina 
more democratic way in the future. We 
have had a little too much union in one di- 
rection and not enoug in the other. There 
is no lack of officials drawing salaries while a 
great majo of the men engaged in 
the various lines are kept out of the unions 
because of the arultary rulings and fines im- 
posed by these well paid officials. We have 
no big leaders to biow their horns for politi- 
cal and other effect. Even the chairmen of 
our meetings are changed at every meeting. 
Consequently no Mr. President nor Mr. 
Secretary has any inducement to get his 
namein print as the author of some very 
startling news. Thisis a movement of the 
men and will be a success. 

The greatest efforts have been made to 
keep the whole movement a profound 
secret, and in this the men have to a great 
extent been successful. Only a few vague 
hints leaked out, and these gave rise to ail 
sorts of rumors, but until yesterday’s meet- 
ing nothing really definite was Known re- 
garding the object of the move. 


THE STORY AT PITTSBURG. 


APRIL 1 THE DATE FIXED UPON FOR THE GREAT 
STRIKE. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 6.—It is again re- 
ported that a concerted action is on foot 
among all the railroad employes to make a 
united demand for an advance in wages on 
April 1. A circular is said to have 
been issued by the United Order of 


~ Railway Employes, which includes clerks, 
telegraph operators, switehmen, freight 
handlers, conductors, brakemen,firemen and 
locomotive engineers, stating that a demand 
will be made for 25 cents an hour, 35 
cents for over time, and that nine 
hours shall be a day’s work; 150, instead of 
200 miles, a day’s run. A general strike is 
to be ordered on any line that refuses to 
grant the rates. A number of railroad 
employes were spoken to, but none 
would admit that they knew of any 
such move on foot. They would say little of 
the future of the probable strike while the 
World’s Fair was on, claiming that they are 
not at liberty to express themselves on ac- 
count of the brotherhood. 


ANOTHER COAL COMBINE, 


THE OPERATORS OF WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA

$16,000,000 capital, have signified their inten- 
tion of joining the combine. The objects of 
the trust will be un!formity of prices, the re- 
duction of expenses and the regulation of the 
car service.

AT MRS. WHITNEY’S HOME. 
OLEVELAND, O., Feb. 6.—Mrs. Flora Payne 
Whitney, the wife of ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury W. C. Whitney, who died Saturday 
night in New York, was born on June 25, 


1842, in thiscity, where her parents, Hon. 
and Mrs. Henry Payne live. Her girlhood 
was passed in Cleveland until she became 14 
or 15 years old, when she went to New Haven, 
Conn., for a course of instruction. From 
New Haven she went to Boston, where she 
studied fortwo years under Prof, Agassiz. 
Afterwards she went abroad in company 
with Gov. Mattison of Illinois ana his daugh- 
ters. While in Europe and such part of Asia 
as was accessible at that time, she wrote 
(covering a period of two years’ absence) a 
series of entertaining letters for publication. 
Her letters attracted widespread comment 
at the time, and are yet preserved in 
many households among the older resi- 
dents of Cleveland. On her return from 
abroad Miss Payne took up her residence 
with her parents and shone in Cleveland 
society until her marriage with Mr. Whitney, 
which took place in 1867 at the home in which 
her father now lives.

— AN daughier, Mr. Payne bears the blow 
well.

CORRIGAN CALL IT UNFAIR. 


The Alleged Cardinal Gibbons Letter an 
Attack on His Eminence. 

NEw York, Feb. 6.—A letter, purporting to 
have been written by Cardinal Gibbons o 
Baltimore to the American archbishops, ask- 
ing whether their alleged protest against 
Mgr. Satolli shall be presented to the Pope at 
this late day, is the chief topic of con- 
versatlon in Catholic circles. The Chicago 
dispatch containing the letter charged 
that the protest said to have been 
adopted by the archbishops at their meeting 
last November, had been withheld for six 
weeks, until after Satolli’s powers had been 
broadened by the Pope, sothat his holiness 
might not know of the opposition to the 
Apostolic Delegate among the archbishops} 

Archbishop Corrigan has refused to see the 
reporters, but his private secretary, the 
Rev. Fr. Connolly, has made the following 
statement for him: It was the Archbishop 
himself who called my attention to the story, 
and after reading the letter alleged to have 
been written by Cardinal Gibbons, 
said that he considered it a 
most unjust, unwarranteda nd unfair attack 
upon his eminence at Baltimore. In 
fact he directed me to say that he could not 
speak too strongly upon the subject. I do 
not know whether Archbishop Corrigan has 
received a letter from Oardinal Gibbons such 
as was printed ornot. He might have re- 
ceived one in his own correspondence, and I 
should have known nothing of it. I never 
heard of the letter until I read the newspa- 
pers.

Shall the United States Annex the Re- 
public of Hawaii? 


THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF 


REPRESENTATIVES STAND. 


HOW 


A Large Number Pronounce in Favor of 
Annexation, While Others Incline 


Toward a Protectorate—Only Three | 
Senators Opposed to Taking Any 
Action on the Question. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6.—So far the 
Hawallan question has not passed beyond 
the preliminary stage. Atthe conference to 
take place to-morrow between the Secretary 
of State and the commissioners of the new 
republic something definite, in ail probabil- 
ity, will be done, and the full purpose of the 
mission develop. The Hawalians will at 
that meeting be able to lay before Secretary 
Foster all the necessary information about 
the extent of their authority and the scope of 
their plans for closer relations between the 
two countries. 

With these facts before them a decision can 
readily be reached by the Administration as 
to the course of action to be taken in dealing 
with the offer of the Hawalians. Either a 
treaty will be concluded and sent to 
the Senate for ratification, or in a 
message to Congress the President 
will state the case and ask for some 
legislative direction. From present indica- 
tions the question of annexation will have to 
be dealt with by Congress at this session, and 
if the negotiations soontobe begunare not 
concluded by March 4, itis practically certain 
that the Fifty-third Congress will be 
called together to assist the Executive 
in bringing the matter to some definite 
conclusion. Astothe policy to be followed 
in admitting Hawaii to political relations 
with this country there has been not a lit tle 
vague talk about the state Depart- 
ment’s favoring the establishment of 
a protectorate, rather than the absolute ac- 
quisition of the islands and their government 
asa Territory. Nothing in the practice or his - 
tory of the department can be found to sup- 
port such a view. The idea of establishing 
protectorates is absolutely foreign to the 
traditions of American diplomacy, and if ac- 
cepted now would be an innovation 
dificult’ of application and uncertain 
in results. The method of annexation, 
onthe other hand, has been followed with 
success dy this country in all previous en- 
largements of territory, and is as well 
adapted tothe circumstances of the present 
situation as it was to those which accom- 
panied the acquisition of Loulsiana, Texas 
or Alaska. 


PROTEST FROM NEW ZEALAND. 
Loxpox, Feb. 6.—The Pail Mali Gazette states 
that the government of New Zealand has 
telegraphed tothe Marquls of Ripon, Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonigs, a strongly 
worded protest against the annexation of 
Ha walli by the United States. No definite an- 
swer has been returned by the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to the New Zealand communication. 


POLL OF CONGRESS, 


SHOWING HOW THE SENATE AND HOUSE STAND 
ON ANNEXATION. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6.—Telegrams to 
the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH gave a partial 
poll of the Senate onthe Hawaiian question. 
Since then the inquiry has been extended. A 
large number of Senators and Representa- 
tives have declined to go on record before 
the subject was presented to Congress by the 
President. The pollof the Senate given be- 
low presents the views of eighty-three out of 
the total eighty-eight members of that body. 
Five members of the Senate are out of the 
city. Of the other eighty-five, three are 
against annexation and do not look with any 
favor upon a protectorate. These Senators 
are Jones of Arkansas, Pughof Alabama and 
Cafferty, the new Senator from Louisiana. 
Twenty Senators are decidedly in favor of 
annexation and very generally agree thata 
protectorate does not go far enough. Thirty- 
five Senators prefer a protectorate to annex- 
ation and twenty-five refused to place them- 
selves on record at this time because they 
have not yet had an opportunity to study the 
question, and they said it was too important 
a matter to express an opinion off-hand, The 
intimation given out by the Hawaiian Com- 
missioners that it must be annexation or 
nothing as shown bythe poll has not met 
with general approval. 

The poll of the House was taken on the 
question of annexation, as this is the only 
question on which that body would be called 
upon to pass judgment. Eighty-three repre- 
sentatives favor it, forty-six are against it 
and seventy-seven are non-committal. Near- 
ly all of the representatives who refused to 
place themselves on record agree that some 
action should be taken, but they do not know 
just what action should be.

THE DEAD ans 


Two-Strike Not One of the Warriors Killed 
by the Police. 


PINE RIDGE AGEXCY, 8. D., Feb. 6.—The 
anticipated trouble among the Indians 
on this reservation hag not resulted 
and the intense excitement of yesterday is 


dying out. Two Strikes of ghost dance fame 
is not killed. The bad man was at 
the Rosebud Agency, 200 miles from the 
scene of the tragedy as lateas Friday. The 
report originated ‘from the fact 
that among the murderous crew was Two 
Sticks, a member of the Ogalalla Sioux tribe, 
noted for his daring and disposition to give 
trouble. 

Joe Bush, who was placed in command of 
the posse detailed to trail the murderers, re- 
ports that he came upon them afier a 
four hours’ ride. As soon as the parties 
sighted each other firing began. One of 
the Indians was shot and 
party became demoralized. They 
scattered trying to escape, but were shot 
down. One surrendered. Old Two Strikes 
was shot through the lungs, and one 
of his boys is wounded through 
the head. Both have escaped but are thought 
to be seriously hurt. Young-Man-Afraid-

RESCUED BY THE SHERIFF, 


AKILLER AND A STATION AGENT PENNED IN A 
DEPOT BY A MOB, 

STAFFORDS POINT, Tex., Feb. 6.—Great ex- 
citement prevalls in this town over the kill- 
ing of a negro by the name of Cheston Ed- 
wards by Dr. Cochran. On Sunday morning 
a son of Edwards insulted Mrs. Cochran and 
received a severe thrashing at the hands of 
the doctor. When Dr, Cochran was passing 
the depot he was assaulted by the senior 
Edwards, whom he shot and killed. William 
Watts, station agent of the Southern Pacific 
Railway, disarmed Cochran, and a mobof 
negroes surrounded the depot for the 
purpose of killing Watts. Dr. Cochran told 
the excited crowd he was the guilty party, 
but the mob was bent on lynching Watts. 
Watts managed to reach the inside of the 
depot, which be barricaded, and with the 
arms he had there and the assistance of the 
telegraph operator managed to hold the 
crowd at bay. Meantime he telegraphed to 
Richmond, Houston, Walker and other 
towns for assistance. While this was going 
on the negroes were also securing re-enforce- 
ments, and flery leaders proposed burning 
the depot and the town. Just as they were 
about to put their designs into execution an 
engine pulled into the town with the Sheriff 
and a posse of armed men. It was with dim 
culty he could get the crowd quiet. Dr. 
Cochran surrendered, but the mob clamored 
for Watts, the station agent, who was taken 
out of the city to Richmond. The negroes 
are still ugly and the whites are going armed. 


A DISHONORED PROPHETESS.

If we get 
our franchise from the Assembly we can con- 
duit enough of the city to supply the business 
houses with telephone service in six months, 
and we will do it. We shall endeavor to 
make the servicetin every respect as 
good as that of the Bell; they 
have no telephoning aid that we cannot 
duplicate by the new inventions offered to 
us. We may use the Sutter conduit, but that 
is not certain. The Bell company claim that 
they can’t use it because the conduit would 
have to carry electric wires as well as tele- 
phone wires. If they can’t use it, we can’t, 
and we want the right to lay our own con- 
Auits so as tobe on an equal footing with 
them.’’ 

At the last meeting of the Council Com- 
mittee on Public Improvements Mr. Sutter 
charged that Manager George F. Durant was 
attemptingto getan absolute monopoly of 
conduit service through his bill. Manager 
Durant denied this. Mr. Sutter then ad- 
dressed himself to Chairman W. M. Horton. 

SHARING THE BELL CONDUIT. 

IJ think it would be.no more than the fair 
thing. said be, if the committee decides 
to give this franchise, that an amendment 
should be added tothe bill obliging the com- 
pany to carry the wires of any other tele- 
phone company that wants to come into St. 


Louis. 

Manager Durant said nothing, and Chair- 
man Horton expressed disapprobation of the 
proposition. 

Any other telephone company that wants 
to come in here will have the same chance of 
getting a franchise fora conduit as the Bell 
has, and by getting a franchise it can build 
its own conduit. 

The new telephone company intends to put 
this to the test. To-day Director R. J. Me- 
Laren went to Councilman. Horton’s office to 
ask him to push the new bill as well as the 
Bell’s, toa vote in the Council, without sub- 
jecting it to the delays that attend unim- 
portant legislation at the City Hall. Not 
quite two months ofthis session remains, and 
that means only fifteen meetings or so. oth 
bills or either one of them may be debated by 
kee ping them in the committees for a meet- 
ing or two on one pretext or another. 
Mr. Sutter said to-day: 

MUST REDUCE RATES. 

**We intend to ask the Council Committee 
to put in both bills a provision that the rates 
must be not more than $60 a year and the city 
wires must be carried free. It is nonsense 
for the Bell mento saythat good telephone 
service cannot be maintained at 860 a year. 
I know thatitcan, and any telephone elec 
triclan who knows the business will sub- 
stantiate my statement. The clause provid- 
ing for low rates must be put into the Bell 
bill just as it is in ours, without any chance 
tor evasion. In some cities, Baltimore. for 
Instance, the company furnishes “telephones’’ 
at a low rate and then makes up the charge to 
the $100 limit by tacking on another charge 
for wire and conduit service. Our bill is not 
ambiguous on this point, and the Bell bill 
ought to be made equally clear. There is no 
longer any hope of our getting the wires u 
der ground or getting cheap telep 
service by the Jefferson City bills. Neither 
ofthem will ever pass now. Our only 
hope in St. Louis to accomplish 
these two ends is to do it without 
the Legislature, andI see only one way of 
doin it then. That is by competition, 
and the city will get the competition ifthe 
Assembly will give our con oe oy the fran- 
chise to lay conduits and operate here.’’ 

DIVIDING THE COST. 

Director R. S. McLaren said to-day, as 
he was on his way to UCouncil- 
man Horton’s office :‘‘ We shall probobly ae: 
pose to the city to divide the cost of building 
a conduit with the Bell, if they are willing as 
they say they are to admit competition. We 
will then have totear up the streets for our 
trenches in only one place, laying our con- 
duits one above the other, and each taking 
alt of the city’s wires free. I don’t know 
- that the Bell will accept that proposition 
but it certainly seemsto me to bea fair one.’

A CHINESE ELOPEMENT. 


Searching St. Louis for a Celestial 
Couple From New York. 


Chyo Wah and Lee Sing, two Chinamen, 
hung around the Union Depot this morning 
until after allthe Eastern trains had arrived, 
when with disappointment pictured on their 
faces, they sorrowfully took their departure.

THE WIRES WOULD NOT WORK. 


The Western Union and Postal Companies 
Experience Serious Difficulties. 

Much difficulty was experienced this morn- 
ing by the Western Union and Postal tele- 
graph companies in trasmitting messages 
Over their wires. The work was very unsat- 
is factory and it was often found necessary to 
double up.’’ Chief Operator Spencer of the 
Western Union explained that the cause was 
the damp, foggy weather that prevailed 
during the morning. We always have 
trouble under such conditions, he said. 
The fact is explained on the theory that the 
moisture of the atmosphere affords an escape 
for the electric current. The only unusual 
thing to-day is the remarkable climatic 
change we are undergoing and the vast dif- 
ference in temperature at points compara- 
tively near each other. When the thermom- 
eter stood 47 deg. above zero here it was only 
2 deg. above at Hannibal, a matter of only 
about 100 miles. The mercury fell 10 deg. 
at Kansas City in one hour and already we 
are beginningto feel it. Our instruments 
are working again now when only a little 
while ago they did duty very poorly. When 
the cold wave gets here, which will be in a 
very short time, they will work as well as 
ever.“

STAMPS AND REGISTERED MAIL TO THE 
AMOUNT OF $1,000 TAKEN. 


The Thieves Also Secure $500 Worth of 
Plunder From Crandy Bros.’ Etore in 
the Same Building—The Robbery Com- 
mitted Saturday Night-—News From 
East St. Louis and Belleville. 


The Post-office at the village of New Mad- 
ison, III., was burglarized Saturday night 
and a thousand dollars’ worth of stamps and 
registered mall stolen from the Post-office 
itself and $500 worth of jewelry from the 
store of Crondy Bros. in the same 
building. The news of the robbery was 
brought to East St. Louls to-day by a 
railroad man named Roever. One of the 
Crondy brothers, who is postmaster at New 
Madison, gave Roever a description of the 
property stolen and requested bim to leave it 
at the East St. Louis police station, which 
he did. Roever state that the burglary was 
committed some time Saturday night and 
was not discovered until Sunday morning. 
The burglars had gone about their work with 
deliberation and had done it in a thorough 
manner. They entered shrough a side win- 
dow and lighted lamps, which they left 
burnin’ when they went away with their 
plunder. The safe was taken outside the 
building, broken open and leftthere. The 
burglars found it an easy matter to 
get together everything of value. 
The burglars evidently had tools with 
them, and were prepared for hard work in 
unlocking or breaking drawersand doors, if 
necessary. They left two large steel files, or 
rasps, in the office. The plunder they 
secured included registered mail and stamps 
estimated to be worth $1,000, 3 gold watches, 
9silver watches, 8 gold K. of P. pins, 14 
rolled gold chains, 12 ordinary chains, 12 
solid gold rings and 8,000 copper cents. 
The jewelry was taken from 
Crondy Bros.’ store. When Postmaster 
Crondy discovered that the place had been 
robbed, he at once closed the post- 
office and wired a notification to 
the Inspectors of the Postal Department 

J. B. Sikking, Sr., a prominent citizen of 
East St. Louis, had a peculiar experience to 
day which cost him $15, though he may re- 
cover the money. A few days ago two ponies 
owned by him strayed away, and he offered 
a reward of $15 each fortheirreturn. To-day 
a small boy who knew, or thought he knew 
the ponies, caught a small animal on the 
street which answered the description of one 
of those lost by Mr. Sikking. With a light 
heart and a head fullofvis'ons of the things 
he could buy with the money Mr. Sikking 
would 1 him for returning the pony, he 
trudged tothe residence of the owner, lead- 
ing the animal by a rope. Mr. sikking was at 
home when the boy reached his house, and 
the pony looked so much like one of his own 
that he was deceived into taking possession 
of it and paying the boy the reward of $15. 
He put the pony in his stable, and did not 
discover his mistake until several hours later 
when he attempted to hitch him up and 
found that the harness did not 
fit. Then he made a critical inspection of 
the animal and found thatit was not his.

A COLD WAVE.

A cold wave struck St. Louis this morning

. MAKE THE EXAMINATION. 


The Proceeding the Result of the Articles 
Published in the Post-Dispatch Con- 


cerning the Loose Manner of Running | 
the Circuit Clerk’s Office—Pohlman- 


Staed Contest—Court News. 


The Court in General Term of the st. Louis 
Circuit Court met this morning and after dis- 
posing of some routine matters Judge Fisher, 
the presiding Judge, and Judge Hurrison re- 
tired, and Judges Valliant, Nein and Dillon 
remained to examine applicants for admis- 
sion to the bar. 

The purpose for which Judge Fisher and 
Judge Harrison retired was to examine and 
audit the annual statements of accounts 
made by Circuit Clerk Philip Zepp. The 
judges held a caucus on the question in 
the consultation room before the court met, 
and it was determined that, in the light of 
recent publications made by the Posr-Drs- 
PATCH showing up the looseness with whick 
matters had been run in the Circuit Clerk’s 
office and the statements made by City 
Comptroller Stevenson that it was not his 
duty to audit the Circuit Clerk’s account, 
the court should look intothe matter itself. 
It wasCity Counselor Marshall who con- 
vinced the judges that it was not their duty 
to audit these accounts—but when the 
Post-DISPATCH published interview after 
interview with judges who had been on the 
bench and who had examined the law and 
found that it was the duty ofthe Circuit 
Judges to examine their own clerks’ ac- 
counts and, to a degree, control the expendi- 
tures of his office, the present judges again 
looked into the matter, and, it is presumed, 
have concluded to audit them in the future. 

A comparison of the Circuit Clerk’s ac- 
counts for the past three years ought to fur. 
nish some very interesting developments— 
especially in the matter of salaries to clerks 
and deputies. One of the latter, who has 


been an employe of the Circuit Clerk’s office 
for the past twenty-five years and is con- 
sidered-one of the most valuable men in the 
office to-day, is put down on Mr. Zepp’s 
salaried list at $1,300, whereas an ordinary 
copyist is put down for $1,400. But the main 
object the judges should have in view in 
auditing these accounts is to ascertain why 
there is no surplus turned into the City 
Treasury at present, and why Mr. Zepp re- 
quires a force of twenty-four clerks to do 
what other clerks — — with a force 
of fifteen men when Itigation was three 
times as heavy as it is at present. 

The report of Judges Fisher and Harrison 
will be looked torward to with great interest 
by the lawyers and general public. 


Pohiman-Staed Contest. 


In the Pohlman-Staed contest case for the 
office of Sheriff of the city, whichis pending 
in Judge Harrison’s court, Mr. Ford Smith, 
attorney for Mr. Pohlman, appeared this 
morning and made application fora writ on 


the Recorder of Voters to compel him to open 
the ballot boxes used at the last election and 
compare the ballots witb the official list of 
voters. Judge Krum, who appeared for 
Sheriff Staed, announced that he wished to 
resist the granting ofthe writonthe ground 
that the court had no jurisdiction inthe 
premises, He cited the State constitutional 

rovision art. 8 sec. 3 on the sub- 
ect, which provides that all elections 
by the people shall be by ballot, every ballot 
voted shall be numbered in the order in 
which it shall be received, and the number 
recorded by the election officers on the list of 
voters, opposite the name of the voter who 
presents the ballot. The election officers 
shall be sworn or affirmed notto disclose 
how any voter shall have voted, unless re- 
quired to do so as witnesses ina judicial 
prqceeding; provided, that in all cases of 
contested elections the ballots cast may be 
counted, compared with the list of voters, 
and examined under such safeguards and 
regulations as may be prescribed by law. 

Judge Krum then stated that the Legislature 
had made no provision for such safeguards 
and regulations, and moreover, the matter 
had been passed on by both the Court of Ap- 
peals and Supreme Court, 

Judge Harrison here stopped him and said 
that as he was compelled to be present at the 
court in general term he would lay the argu- 
ment over until 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

Sheriff Staed’s position as presented by 
Judge Krnm is supported by all the decisions 
so far rendered. 


The Dog Found Not Guilty. 


Judge Fisher this morning passed on the 
case of Mary Shannon against Jacob Delarber 
by giving a judgment in favor ofthe defen- 
dant. Mrs. Shannon claimed that Delarber’s 
dog had killeda bout twenty-one chickens be- 
longing to her and sued for their value, $10. 
The case came upto the Circuit Court on an 
appeal from a Justice of the Peace in Caron- 
delet. There were forty witnesses summoned 
and some widely differing stories told. The 
cost will amount to ten times as much as the 
sum sued for, which Mrs. Shannon will have 
to pay.

‘MORALITY IN POLITICS . 


The lecture delivered yesterday by Rabbi 
Samuel Sale on Practical Politics’’ was a 
pleasing example of the good work which 
can often be done in the pulpit in the way 
of every day ethics. It is a cynical re- 
flection that there is no religion in politics 
but when morality departs the situation is 
serious indeed. We have reached this 
point, however, in municipal politics in 
which the moral obligations which are in- 
stinctively observed by almost every one 
in private relations are discarded for 
merely selfish considerations. 

But it is a mistake to suppose that only 
those who are in politics’’ are blame- 
worthy in this respect. Ina free country 
where universal suffrage prevails every one 
isin politics. A duty is owing to society 
from every individual, and if it is not paid 
there is a distinct and unquestionable vio- 
lation of the moral code. The neglect of 
political duties is one of the com- 
monest faults of the more intelligent citi- 
zens, particularly in municipal politics, 
and it has been followed by disastrous con- 
sequences to the whole community. 

An excuse, but nota justification, may 
be found in the absence ofany interests 
which are of direct and pressing personal 
consequence to the individuals of this 
class. People who never have occasion to 
enter the precincts of the Four Courts do 
not trouble themselves about that mud 
sink because they are not soiled. And 
those who do not feel the weight of taxa- 
tion do not concern themselves about the 
conduct of the city’s finances. 

But events are shaping themselves to 
arouse the public conscience. It is begin- 
ing to appear even tothose who think only 
superficially that an evil is none the less 


manifest itself immediately as such. Ap- 
parently the taxes are lightin St. Louis, 
and so they are so far as the public reve- 
nue is concerned, but it happens that the 
taxing power is possessed by members of 
corporations to whom it has been granted 
by the city itself. The receipts of these 
corporations are not called taxes, but prof- 
its, but they are not lessa burden upon 
the community which pays them if 
they represent more than a legitimate 
return upon an actual expenditure of cap- 
ital. Anything above such a return is not 
a profit, butatax and the most oppres- 
sive of all taxes because no public duty is 
performed as an equivalent. 

There is a growing belief that such prac- 
tices are immoral, no matter if they are 
sanctioned by the law. It is immoral for 
one to take what he does not earn, 
whether he does it under the forms of 
law ot the forms of burglarly. Of course 
such legal sanctions are not consciously 
enacted for wrong purposes. They result 
from mistaken notions of people who have 
not thought out the subject to its logical

ing hofror at Paris, Tex., embodied many 
shades of sentiment, but nearly all repre- 
sented a standpoint of extreme partisan- 
ship which precluded a sound analysis of 
the motives and a just judgment of the 
act of the people who participated in the 
torture and burning of the negro fiend. 
Each one contained a part of the truth, 
but none set forth the whole truth, 

Those who oontended that the horrible 
torture of the criminal was an act of pure 
cruelty prompted solely by a spirit of 
savage vengeance for which the commu- 
nity permitting it deserves unqualified 
denunciation as a disgrace to our civiliza- 
tion, areas far wrong as those who insist 
that the deed was based upon cool, sound 
reasoning and was a proper method of 
preventing the recurrence of the brutal 
crime that led to it. 

The truth lies between these two ex- 
tremes. Thecriminal’s treatment was an 
act of madness, but there was method in 
it, With the passionate resentment over 
his horrible crime was linked a desperate 
desire to put a stop to all similar crimes. 

What of cool deliberation there was in 
the conception and execution of the 
plan of punishing the brute was 
based upon a strong conviction that it was 
necessary as a protection for the helpless 
against others of his kind. Undoubtedly 
the controlling motive of those who were 
really responsible for the terrible decd was 
the tender love of wives, sisters and 
children, the realization of whose helpless 
exposure to the will of fiends of the Smith 
type aroused a frenzied impulse to 
of protecting 
them. Under this impulse men 
who, under ordinary circumstances, 
hold a profound regard for law and order, 
and would shrink with horror from the 
infliction of wanton cruelty, nerved them- 
selves to an appalling act for the sake of its 
warning example. 

In judging the act and the people who 
participated in it, their situation, motives 
and object must be considered in extenua- 
tion of apparent savagery. Their error 
was of head rather than heart and grew 
out of an irrational conclusion, prompted by 
a combination of passionate resentment and 
a frenzied impulse of self-protection which 
induced them to attempt to remedy a great 
wrong by the infliction of another great 
wrong. They are the chief sufferers by 
the error and are more deserving of com- 
passion than of denunciation. Brutality 
does not check but begets brutality. Law 
violation and inhuman punishment by 
communities lead to violations of law and 
cruel crimes by individuals. The brutali- 
zation of a people brings forth fruit of its 
kind. Thisisthe lesson of human ex- 
perience.’

TROLLEY WIRE ACCIDENTS, 


Reculted in Two Mishaps With Fortun- 
atoly no Loss of Life. 

Two accidents resulting from overhead 
electric street car line wires occurred be- 
tween sunset last night and sunrise this 
morning, but fortunately nobody was in- 
jured meither instance. 


The trolley wire of the Mound City Line 
broke in two nearthe corner of Ninth and

In 
some Manner the wire had become unfast- 
ened fromthe glass insulator and came in 
contact with the post, charging It.

The iron was no sooner touched than 
the unlucky person would receive a shock 
which would send him spinning on his back, 
About ten people were shocked, but none ga- 
verely.

Mason City, Io, Sends a Committee to 
Confer With W. & S. W. Officials. 


Mason Crirr, Io., Feb. 6.—The Commercial 
Club of this city has sent a delegation of citi- 
zens to Winona to confer with the officials o 
the Winona & Southwestern Railroad relative 
to their proposed extension. About two 
years ago the Osage people voteda heavy 


tax in aid of the road, with the proviso that 
it was to run to or through

The Mason City Gelegation will 
endeavor to ascertain something of their 
proposed route and matters will then as- 
sume tangible shape. secretary Sim peo 
has always given out the impression that the 
road would come to Mason City and from 
here would make Sioux City or Council Bluffs 
an objective point.

Satolli was honored above other 
distinguished foreigners, who came to this 
country, and were not extended official 
courtesies. Iam going to inquire as to what 
is the standard by which ‘‘distinguished 
foreigners’’ are measured. I intend to write 
to the heads of the Methodist, Presbyterian 
and other Protestant churches, in order to 
learn whether the same official notice was 
given toany of their prominent men who 
cameto the United States in times past. 
Whois Satolli? We do not know who he is, I 
have gone to London as the representative 
ofa Franc body of Ohristian people in Mis- 
sourl, and whenI returned my baggage was 
searched by the custom house Officiais the 
same as was any other white man’s. What 
we are contending for is a fundamental 
principle of the Baptist Church and I 
would protest against this ‘‘officia) cour- 
tesy’’ business, evenifit were shown to a 
Baptist. 

I wish to correct a misimpression which 
may have been created by the accounts pub- 
lished Saturday. We acted in this matter 
with the full authority of the Baptist Con- 
ference as this excerpt from the minutes of 
the session of Jan. 16 will testify. 

Mr. Sawyer offered a resolution protesting against 
official courtesies being extended by our govern- 
ment to certain representatives of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. The motion prevaiied to refer the ma 
ter to a committee of three: Dr. Sawyer, M. L.

PICTURE OF WASHINGTON. 


Miniature on Ivory Painted by Ramage 
in 1789. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 6.—In the autumn of 
1789, the first year of his Presidency of the 
United States, George Washington commis- 
Sioned John Ramage to paint a miniature of 
him onivory. Gen. Washington was then in 
New York and had butashort while before 
recovered from a dangerous illness caused by 
a carbuncle on the thigh. Mr. Charles Henry 


Hart of Philadelphia, an authority on Wash- 
ington portraiture, in an article in 1889 on the 
Original Portraits of Washington,’’ says: 
This artist, Ramage, was an Irishman, and 
the principal miniature painter in New York 
from 1777 until his death, which occurred 
soon after he painted the miniature of Wash- 
ington. All trace of this interesting portrait 
is unfortunately lost.’’ 

This portrait, itis fair to assume, is. now 
in Baltimore, and is in the,possession of Mr. 
Harrison Stabler, a clerk in the National 
Bank of Commerce. It was shown to Mr. 
Hart at his office in the Drexel building in 
November, 1891. Mr. Hartsaid Mr. Stabler 
in speaking ofthe matter pronounced it at 
once the original Ramage miniature and 
trembled as he looked at it. He examined it 
carefully and was positive it was the original 
portrait. 

The history of the miniature is an interest - 
ins one and is made more so by the fagt that 
it is one of two or three noted portraits of the 
great patriot, the whereaboutsof which have 
never generally been known. Washington 

ave sittings to twenty-one artists and 

amage was the eighth who had the privilege 
of studying his features and reproducing 
them. ntiltwo or three years ago, when 
itcame into the possession of Mr. Stabler, 
the Ramage miniature had never been 
on exhibition, and for more than fifty 
years had never been outside of Lynch.- 
burg, Va. It is oval and about 
two and three-quarters inches wide and 1s 
mounted in gold. Ramage was a goldsmith 
as well as an artist, and both the portrait 
and locket are of exquisite workmanship. 
The portrait Was made by the straight-line 
method and is upon a background of blue and 
green. The detail of the figure is micro. 
scopic. The whole face, eyes, nose, mouth, 
chin and forehead show the wonderful 
strength of the man. It is a face full of 
character and wer, but not handsome. 
Ramage evidently tried to paint the man, 
not the Father of His Country, for his 
portrait shows no attempt at idealism, as do 
those of Trumbull and Gilbert Stuart. The 
face isthinner than the face shown in the 
Stuart portrait and other portraits, for Wash- 
ington when he sat for Ramage had evidentiy 


not thoroughly recovered the flesh he had lost 


in the illness which came near costing the 
country the life of its first President and its 
greatest man. There has been some discussion 
as to the color of Washington’s eyes. The min- 
lature shows them to have been blue. The 
dress worn by the General when his portrait 
was made was his uniform ascommander-in- 
chief of the continental army, the blue coat 
with the lace coming around the high black 
stock and falling over the front of 
his waistcoat. From the third button-hole 
in the left lapel of the coat hangs the ribbon 
ofthe Society of the Cincinnati, of which he 
s President. The casing of gold is quaint, 

d-fashioned workmanship, with an open 
glass protected back, the interior being filled 
with rich n@gt-brown hair of fine texture. 
There is somé doubt as to whether this hair 
was that or Washington or came from the 
head of Martha Washington. Mrs. Norton G. 
Pope of Brooklyn hasan old diary of Wash- 
ington which once belongedto John Allan. 
On the margin of this diary under date of 
Oct. 14, 1789, eleven days after 
the first entry regarding the por- 
trait, are the words: ‘‘Have sat to-day 
for several hours for John Ramage to finisha 
miniature portrait of me, which he is paint - 
ing for Mrs. Washington. A lock of my dear 
lady’s hair is to be placed in the locket. 

Then in the same handwriting is the an- 
nouncement: The above is an abstract from 
a letter written by George Washington to 
Col. Wm. Washington, which I saw in Mary- 
land. G. 8. for John Allan.’’ G. S. are the 
initials of Georgianna Stewart, who was the 
widowed daughter of John Allan. Notwith- 
standing this statement Mr. Stabler says he 
has evidence to show that the hair came 
from the head of Washington. The hair is 
plaited so as forma mat and lying on it is a 
golden monogram formed of the two letters 
G. and W. These letters are the fac simile of 
the seal Washington used.
